tention of the steel mills. There has 
been no difficulty in carrying out the 
requirement, as agreed upon by the 
steel industry in the past fortnight, 
that every ton of steel available for 
filling1 government orders shall be so 
directed, but the problem of distribu- 
ting the remaining steel, where it will 
be most useful in helping to win the 
•war, has been producing countless 
problems. Steel for oil development 
and transport and steel for agricul- 
ture come first, but there are almost 
infinite graduations from the most 
essential commercial steel require- 
ments to the 
least essential. The 


problem is being attacked from many 
angles. 
For 
instance, 
the 
steel 


makers expect much assistance from 
the "Washington authorities by their 
making agreements with the least es- 
sential industries- 
to 
curtail 
their 


operations.' In general, however, the 
disposition is to proceed from the top 
downwards. 


The steel market is still in opera- 


tion, contracting between mills and 
regular ^customers proceeding much 
as "usual, but on a reduced scale as 
old contracts are working out very 
slowly. 
Chance buyers 
find 
the 


greatest difficulty in placing any or- 
ders. Unless the material is closely 
connected with the war there is no 
semblance o f _ a delivery promise to 
be had, and practically not even an 
intimation as to the probable time of 
delivery. 


With the closer analysis that has 


lately been given, and the additional 
information furnished by the TVashin- 
town authorities, the war program is 
clearly calculated to 
absorb 
much 


more steel than was being assumed 
by the steer trade even 60 days ago. 
Some steel makers think the present 
speeding up will place war activities 
In a comfortable position, as to 
supplies, in a couple months 
such views are not countenanced 
Washington.

My only defense is that 3 did not mean it as they understood it

He 
had given young Hall a lift from Sotith 
Connellsville and when he reached 
his stabls he found the money gone. 
Hart notified the police and a search 
of the theatres of the city made. Hall 
could not be found but he admitted 
this morning that he saw Hart look- 
ing for him in one of the show houses. 


Hall picked up one of his compan- 


ions on the street and took him to a 
show where they met the second lad. 
Both boys denied ever having known 
Hall. 
They said he suggested run- 


ning off from home and offered each 
$5 if they would go with him, prom- 
ising to divide the money when they 
reached their destination.

ture, and "taking a tip" from her. 


Garden specialists of ^the United 


States Department of Agriculture di- 
vide vegetahles into 
two classes— 


"wurm-temperature" and "coJdl-tem- 
perature" vegetables. When peach 
and plum trees are in blossom, they 
say, it is time to sow in the open, 
ground such seeds as lettuce, radish, 
parsley, beets, turnips, cabbage, car- 
rots, peas, and onions. The wrinkled 
peas should not be planted until later, 
as they are more likely to rot in cool 
ground than are (he smooth varieties. 
"When tbe apple blooms fall it is time 
fi plant the heat-]oving vegetables, 
such as cucumbers, beans, swe_et corn, 
pumpkin, and suash. This is said to 
be an old but excellent rule.
